Hannah, LaPorte and 
Burgett win the Winter-

AMA Racing Chief 


LONG BEACH, CA, FEB. 28 
Contrary to information tagged- 
onto a news story regarding the 
American Motorcyclist Associa- 
tion (AMA) last week. Joe Park- 
hurst has not been named the head of 
racing for the AMA. 

According to AMA President Bob 
Rudolph, “The facts are these: There 
was a Board of Trustees meeting held 
immediately after the Annual Meeting 
on Feb. 17, 1977. At that Board 
meeting I read a letter from Dan 
Hunt, Publisher of Cycle World, 
informing us that Joe Parkhurst’s 
relationship with CBS, Cycle World 
would cease on March 1, 1977 and 
therefore he would no longer be their 
representative. Rather than appoint 
someone else from their. magazine to 
fill Joe’s remaining year on the Board, 
Dan very generously suggested the 
Board use its best judgement in filling 
this upcoming vacancy. It was at this 
time, on February 17th, not 21, I 
nominated and the Board approved 
Roger Hull to serve. 

“There are probably many positions 
with the AMA which Joe Parkhurst 
could fill very well, including that of 
Commissioner. However, he has not 
applied for the job, is not under 
consideration for it and in fact has 
spent considerably time along with 
others of us in interviewing the 
candidates who are applicants.”

AMA creates pro racing 
boards, seeks members 


Carrying through on a promise 
to restructure professional racing, 
the American Motorcyclist As- 
sociation (AMA) Board of 


Trustees, at their Feb. 16-18 meeting 
in Westerville, Ohio, has created three 
professional racing boards to deal with 
dirt track, motocross and road racing. 
Chairman of all three boards-will be 
the Commissioner of Professional 
Racing. | 

The four remaining members on 
each five-member board will represent 
diverse constituencies within the world 
of professional motorcycle racing. One 
rider and one promoter from each 
arena of racing will represent their 
groups on each board. A third 
member will be appointed on the basis 
of technical expertise, and the fourth on 
the basis of business management 
experience.

LaPorte, Hannah 
and Burgett 
wrap up series 
wins; ‘Killer’ 
Kudalski wins

ORLANDO, FL., FEB. 27 


Fanning the clutch of his production YZ Yama- 
ha like a six-shooter’s hammer, Bob “Hurri- 
cane” Hannah blasted away at the star-studded 
opposition to bull’s eye both 250cc motos and 


ride off into the sunset with his second 
consecutive Florida Winter-AMA 
Series title. His Orlando Sports 
Stadium performance made it eight 
straight moto wins for eight starts on 
the Keith McCarty-prepared stocker. 
‘Rounding out the 1977 series in second 
position was reigning 250cc National 
Champion Tony DiStefano on the RN 
works Suzuki with newcomer Marty 


Moates taking his Ossa to third place 
for the four races. 

The 125cc Professional class fell to 
Suzuki's Danny “LaPortalet” LaPorte 
on the factory RA125 wrenched by Pat 
Alexander after an epic second moto 
battle with Yamaha's Broc Glover for 
the series title. Broc had to settle for 
second best as Jimmy Fitzgerald from 
Pensacola took third place — top 





privateer — with his RM125 Suzuki. 

Rick “Lumberjack” Burgett almost 
saw his Open class series title 
disappear as he was penalized a lap for 
jumping the start of the second moto 
on his Larry Carpenter-tuned YZ400 
Yamaha. But a nose-dive over the bars 
by Suzuki's Billy "Sugar Bear" Grossi 
left the frizzy-haired kid seeing stars 
for two laps and little Ricky with his 
crown secure. Penton's Don Kudalski 
was left with the day's Open win but 
was way down on series points after 
two previous weeks of bum luck. 
Posting third overall in the series 
Open class was Joey Gratton from 


Pompano Beach, Florida, who 
finished the day's race in third place 
on his Motocross South 400 YZ 
Yamaha. 


Besides being the final Florida series 
event, the day's race at Orlando Sports 
Stadium turned into a warm-up for the 
following weekend's AMA Supercross 
Series opener in Atlanta. With the 
exception of just a few riders, all the 
factory teams were on hand, with 
250cc class entries, to sort out their 
bikes and riders. New names on the 
entry list included Pomeroy, Croft, 
Karsmakers, Staten, Tripes, Mosier, 
and Zahrt. 
250cc: Heavy competition but 
Hurricane's not impressed 

More than a few eyebrows were 
raised during the qualifying motos as 
Harley-Davidson's Marty Tripes stole 
the show in the first race with the new 
production bike, winning easily ahead 
of Honda's Jim Pomeroy and Tommy 
Croft. The second qualifier proved to 
be more of a race as Pierre Karsmakers 
took his production Yamaha to the 
finish line ahead of Maico's battling 
teamsters Gaylon Mosier and Steve 
Stackable. 
















Hannah holeshot the first 30-minute 
feature moto but before he got two 
turns down the track, Pomeroy was by 
and into the lead. Behind were 
Karsmakers, Ellis, Moates, McCoy and 
Tony D in hot pursuit. Hannah 
rubbed Bimbo's rear fender for five 
laps looking for room to make use of a 
second line. He found it when Jim hit 
the rear wheel of an out of shape rider 
and bailed off the RC Honda. Bob 
clipped the Honda's rear wheel, but 
stayed upright and disappeared. 
Bimbo remounted, almost a lap down. 
After checking out his bike and the 
track for a few laps, he retired to the 
Honda pits. 

Halfway through the moto, Hannah 
had a half a lap lead on Karsmakers in 
second. Then came Tony. D who had 
been rapidly improving his poor start. 
Terry Clark on the factory Kawasaki, 
Staten, Ellis, Mosier, Moates, 
Stackable and privateers Tony 
Summey and Monte McCoy. Except 
for Staten getting by Clark, positions 
remained relatively the same right up 
to the checkered flag as Hannah 
lapped all the way up to fifth place. 

“Hurricane” pulled his worst start of 
the series for the second moto as 
Jimmy “Captain Cobalt” Ellis took 
control ahead of McCoy, Moates, 
Tony D, Pomeroy, Hannah, McCoy 
and Karsmakers.

ike any weekend adventure, this was 
supposed to be fun. Speedway Racing 
Association president Harry Oxley, his 


teenage son Brad, announcer Larry 
Huffman, and body and paint shop 
owner al Martinez, Jr. had made 
reservations for what was to have been 
a weekend of play riding at Mike’s Sky 
Ranch in Baja. Their intended 
“adventure” became, instead, a 
desperate struggle for survival when 
they became lost in the desert, far 
from their destination, and, according 
to the odds, far from any chance of 
survival. 


Early Saturday morning, February 
5, the Oxleys, Huffman and Martinez 
left their homes in San Clemente and 
began a journey that was supposed to 
end that evening at Mike's Sky Ranch. 
Harry and Brad travelled in their Ford 
van, which is painted with murals of 
speedway riders on the sides. Huffman 
and Martinez followed the Oxleys 
down in Huffman's yellow Ford 
Courier. 


Everybody was prepared for the ride 
below the border, with boots, leathers, 
jerseys, sweatshirts, riding jackets, 
helmets and gloves. Trail goodies and 
canteens were packed along to quench 
appetites and thirst on the planned 
ride from El Condor to the ranch. 
Loaded along with the gear, the van 
and pickup also each carried a pair of 


brand new Yamaha TT500s fun 
bikes prepared for the fun riding 
planned. 


At 6 a.m., they stopped in El Cajon 
for breakfast. Because heavy toodtends 
to make its presence known during the 
exertion of a long trail ride, everybody 





ordered light meals. Besides, dinner 


would be waiting for them that 
evening at the ranch. 

The journey resumed after 
breakfast. According to plan, the 


caravan crossed over the border into 
Tijuana. From there they drove 40 
miles east, passing through Tecate and 
stopping in El Condor at 9:30. At El 
Condor they unloaded the bikes and 
prepared to spend the rest of the day 
riding about 100 miles to Valle de 
Trinidad and Mike's Sky Ranch. 

Granola bars were stuffed into the 
pockets of Hondaline jackets, along 
with changes of socks and underwear. 
A Malcolm Smith bag was strapped to 
the rear fender of each T1500, filled 
with tools, rope, and other necessities. 
The Oxleys and Martinez had their 
Yamahas equipped with headlights, 
just in case it should get dark. 
Everything that could be done right 
was done. What could possibly go 
wrong? 

Five minutes into the trip, on the 
rough dirt road to Valle de Trinidad, 
the Smith bag, a canteen and can of 
chain lube that Huffman had strapped 
to his bike's rear fender was discovered 
missing. An irritating incident perhaps, 
but nothing to worry about, they 
had an adequate supply of water in 
their canteens, and one less wouldn't 
make much of a difference. Besides, if 
they needed more, they could get 
refills at Laguna Hansen or at the gas 
stop at the Saw Mill or at even Santa 
Catarina; but there was always more 
water along the way. 





Ten miles later, Larry's bike came 
to a sudden, skidding halt. If the 
Yamaha's transmission had seized, 
perhaps the trip would have ended 
there. Instead, the Malcolm Smith bag 
that "vanished" with the canteen and 
chain lube actually had become stuck 
between the rear wheel and swingarm. 
The removal of the bag fixed the 
situation, and once again they were on 
their way. 

Harry, Brad, Larry and Al went on 
30 more miles through the mountain 
country of Laguna Hansen and the 
Saw Mill. Saw Mill was the halfway 
mark on the way to Valle de Trinidad 
and Mike's Sky Ranch. There, they 
topped off their gas tanks at a gas 
station and told Fred, the station 
owner, that they'd be returning late 
Sunday afternoon. 

At 3:00 p.m. the group had put the 
mountains behind them and reached 
the small town of Santa Catarina. 
Here the road forked: if they went 
straight ahead, they would meet up 
with the paved road that led to Valle 
de Trinidad. The dirt road that forked 
to the left paralleled the highway and 
converged with it near Valle de 
Trinidad. To those who went to Mike's 
Sky Ranch, this dirt road was often 
regarded as "the back way" to the 
ranch. Harry and Brad, Larry and AI 
had come down to Baja to ride and 
play in the dirt; the paved road to 
Valle de Trinidad wouldn't be as fun 
as taking the dirt road in. It was the 
dirt that counted. At the fork, a boy 
was sitting on a burro tending to some 
cattle. The riders stopped to ask 
directions, and yes, said the boy, the 
road to the left would take them to 
pavement. OK. 


The road, as they eventually

the S.C.O.R.E. 1000 course and was 
marked accordingly with ribbons. The 
ride had been marked with the usual 
fooling around and play racing that 
make up almost any trail ride. This 
was certainly no exception as they 
continued to dice it out: down the 
road. Following the ribbons would be 
easy enough; just follow them into 
Valle de Trinidad and have fun on the 
way. But when they reached Rancho 
Nuevo, nobody gave a second thought 
as to where the ribbons were leading 


to. Everybody was gassing it. Time 
flies when you're having fun. 


Rancho Nuevo was situated where 
the road crossed a sandwash. If they 
had followed the road, Harry, Brad, 


Larry and Al would have reached the 


southbound highway to Valle de 
Trinidad; from there it would have 
been a short trip over some small 
mountains into Trinidad and Mike's 
Sky Ranch. Instead, they kept on 
following the ribbons leading up the 
sandwash that travelled eastbound, up 
and into the Sierra Juarez mountains. 
It was very late in the afternoon when 
the four riders descended the far side 
of the mountain and into the trouble 
that was waiting for them. 

Never did it occur to anyone that 
they would be running into trouble. 
Harry Oxley had been to Mike's Sky 
Ranch two or three times before and 
was expecting to cross over a mountain 
before hitting the ranch. Anytime 
now, they thought, Valle de Trinidad 
would be just around the corner. 

Going up the mountain, Oxley's 
glasses broke when a screw fell out of 
the frame. As they stopped to attempt 
repairs, Al decided to put up a "Who's 
A] Martinez?" sticker on a rock by the 
trail. As he did, he also discovered a 










small spring, but the water didn’t look 
worth drinking. They were low on 
water and gas; but, they thought, their 
destination was near by. Harry stashed 
his glasses in a pocket and they were on 
their way. 

It was 5:00 p.m. when they should 
have reached the ranch. Instead, they 
were just completing a treacherous 
descent down the side of the mountain 
and were on their way across the desert 
when Al became the first to run out of 
gas. His 200-plus pound weight had 
decreased the mileage of his bike more 
than the others. No trouble, the ranch 
couldn't be that far away, they 
thought. Huffman stayed behind with 
Al as the Oxleys went on ahead to see 
if there was a place where they could 
find some gas. 

Twenty miles out, Harry and Brad 
finally realized where they really were, 
and it was not good. 

"I felt that we screwed up when AI 
ran out of gas," said Harry about their 
prelude to disaster, "and felt that a 
little scouting would find out where we 
were. I felt that maybe we went a little 
too far in looking for a rancho for 
help. We popped over a little hill, and 
that's when we realized that we were in 
Laguna Salada. And I said, ‘Oh, 
Christ And thats when the light 
popped." 

Oxley transferred what little fuel 
that was in his bike into Brad's, hid the 
empty Yamaha in the bushes of an 
arroyo, and doubled up with his son 
for the trip back. As they got within 
sight of Larry and Al, Brad's bike 
became the third machine to run out. 
Oxley was shaken by the knowledge 
that all four were now in great danger. 
The situation as it stood, with the 
darkness closing in upon them,, was 
that they were almost out of gas and 


water with no hope of finding any 
where they were. The only possible 
solution was to get out — somebody 
had to get out — and find help. gas, 
and water soon. This would make all 
the difference between survival and 
waiting to die. 

Harry Oxley, while being 
experienced with the area, was 
suffering from a bad shoulder and 
knee, aside from the fact that he 
couldn't see without his glasses. 
Martinez was too out of shape to make 
it on his own. Brad, while being the 
best rider of the group, was considered 
by his father to be too young to go it 
alone. Huffman, then, was not only 
their last resort, but the only hope they 
had. Larry’s excellent physical 
condition made him the only logical 
choice for the trip back. The only 
drawback, however, was his relative 
newness to bike riding which could be 
a deciding. factor to his success. All 
things considered equal, he had to go 
back up the mountain as far as 
possible on his bike and then hike to 
Independencia for help. 


It was now night and very cold as 
everybody tried to get some sleep. All 
anybody could do was hope and hope 
for the best. 

6:30 a.m., Sunday, February 6th; 
With the ground still damp from the 
night before, Huffman started up and 
began his journey for help. His mission 
and future were uncertain at best. 

With Larry gone, the important 


thing for everybody to do was to 
maintain their morale. Good morale is 
an important factor to survival. 


Harry set up a pool to see what time 
Huffman would return. 

The need for water became critical , 
as the hot sun began to drive the 


Baja 


temperature up to 80°. With no water 
around, cacti had become appealing. 
Experiments were made: small cacti 
produced lots of juice; but were too 
bitter to drink. Larger specimens were 
too dry and pulpy. Barrel cactus was 
discovered to be just perfect: not bitter 
at all, not too pulpy, and the juice 
tasted reasonably good. A chunk of 
cactus would be wrapped in a cloth, 
then squeezed to extract the juice. 

At noon, Larry had not returned, 
and everybody was unsure about his 
fate. Perhaps, while riding for help, 
he had slipped off a dew covered rock 
on the narrow trail and fallen into the 
rocks at the foot of the mountain. 
Nobody could tell, and they decided to 
hike to the top themselves and try to 
make it there by sunset. 

Before leaving, Harry, Brad and.Al 
arranged their discarded helmets, 
leathers and motorcycles into an arrow 
that pointed in that direction that they 
would be travelling — just in case an 
airplane came by. 

The hike proved to be much more 
difficult than they had hoped. The 
course that took them down the 
mountain ran into a sandwash. The 
uphill hike, along with the deep, soft 
sand of the wash, quickly drained 
them of their energy. For 12 miles they 
held on until the heat, dehydration 
and exhaustion made them too ragged 
to go on any more. Brad collapsed, 
and Al could no longer move. Oxley 
searched for more cactus to replenish 
the fluids that they had sweated off. 
The barrel cactus that he had found 
quickly restored their spirits. Three 
more cacti were stripped, cut and 
squeezed for their juice, which 
provided everybody with enough 
strength to start a fire and pitch camp 
for the night. ‘ TREE

survived and returned to the United States. 


But one of their TT500s was gone when 
they returned to retrieve it. 


Concurrent to the experiences of his 
three companions, Huffman had 
made it over the top and down the side 
of the mountain on his bike until it ran 
out of gas. The spot where he stopped 
was near the water hole that had been 
discovered the day before. Larry 
checked it out, but the water looked 
too bad to drink. Not knowing that a 
perfectly good supply of drinking 
water was staring him in the face, 
Larry hiked on to find help. 

Several miles out, the effects of the 
ordeal was beginning to take its toll on 
Larry — he began to feel faint from 
heat exhaustion and dehydration. It 
was enough to try his faith: Would 
God give me some gas and water? 
thought Huffman. But the demand 
was reduced to just water as his 
desperation grew. 

As he was preparing to collapse and 
ultimately cash in his chips, Larry 
rounded a turn and discovered that, 
though he didn’t know it at the time, 
he was back at Rancho Nuevo. The 
shack that had always been there 
seemed to have appeared out of 
nowhere. A miracle perhaps? Maybe, 
since nobody had noticed it on the way 
up. 

The shack was bare inside, except 
for a chair, table and an oil drum 
stove. In back, Larry thought that 
somebody was standing outside; but it 
was really a cow at a trough toking on 
a salt lick. The heat and dehydration 
had been playing tricks with his mind. 
Larry walked out back beyond the 
trough and made the greatest, if not 
the most significant discovery of the 
day: a pond of water. 

After spending some time at the 
pond to refresh himself, Larry 
returned to the shack and found a 
Sparkletts plastic water jug. Following 
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their survival plan, he filled up the jug 
and proceeded to walk towards 
Independencia. But as he walked 
down the road, Larry felt that he 
should go back to the others since they 
still weren't out of danger yet. 
Huffman reversed directions and 
headed back up the mountain. 

On his way back to the others, Larry 
stopped by the waterhole again and 
decided to try the water. He 
discovered that it was, after all, as 


: good as drinkable water could be. By 


the time he reached the top it was 
night once again. 

For everybody, Sunday night was 
the worst: aside from the chilling cold, 
both camps were uncertain about each 
other’s fate. As Huffman huddled near. 
the small fire he had built, he didn’t 
know if he would ever see his family or 
the rest of the group ever again. Down 
on the slope, the Oxleys and Martinez 
were almost certain that Larry was 
dead since they had expected him to 
return by nightfall. Harry Oxley was 
sure that they would all be dead soon. 

At dawn on Monday, Huffman 
resumed his hike and proceeded down 
the side of the mountain. At their 
camp, Harry, Brad and Al prepared 
to continue their assualt on the 
mountain top. 


Cenvinced that there would be no 
water or food until they got help, the 
Oxleys and Martinez cut up several 
barrel cacti and put the pieces into 
plastic bags for the duration. Also, as 
a final record of their existence, they 
took pictures of each ether to give 
record of what they were sure would be 
their final struggle for survival. In 
retrospect, the photos were 
premature, but the circumstances 
made death seem imminent. 

Later that morning, they set several 
dead trees on fire in hopes of being 
seen by search and rescue planes that 
they hoped were on the way. While the 
smoke and fire didn’t attract the 
attention of any planes, Huffman 
could see it as he neared the camp. 

"I saw the smoke," said Larry. "And 
I started running towards the smoke. I 
yelled, ‘Oxley! Oxley!’ I had about a 
half gallon of water left. They heard 
me. They had thought that I was 
probably dead or lost, or gone off the 
cliff; or probably badly hurt. They 
heard me, and they thought, My God, 
it’s Huffman, and he's coming!’ And 
they yelled, ‘Huffman! It’s us! We’re 
here!’ And I yelled, ‘Do you have any 
water!?’ And they thought, ‘OA my 
God! He doesn’t have any water! We're 
all going to die here. . . No, we don’t 
have any water.’ I say, ‘Tve got water! 
I've got cold water!’ And they say, ‘Oh, 
great! Shit, that’s incredible!’ And they 
still haven’t seen me, and I yell, ‘Oxley! 
Oxley!’ And he says, 'What!?' And I 
say, 'How much are you going to pay 
me to announce speedway this year?’ 
He said, ‘YOU SON OF A BITCH, 
HUFFMAN!” 

The humor was a needed relief. 
Everybody was glad to see everybody 
else. Everybody was glad just to be 
alive. 

Together, they began the hike to the 
top, a climb that would take all of 
their strength to top a slope of 3,000 
feet over a distance of four miles. The 
climb was hard on everybody, but it 
was the hardest on Al, because of his 
weight and physical condition. His feet 
suffered more than the rest of his body 
because he wore only one pair of socks 
with his motocross boots. His feet 
began to blister and bleed, causing 
much pain beside the heat and 
dehydration that he was already 
experiencing. 

As they neared the top, a walking 
stick that Al was using was used for the 
others to help pull him to the top. 
Even though they had been walking 
for periods of 15 minutes with five 
minute breaks for rest, the strain was 
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still very great for Al — his pulse shot 
up to 180 beats per minute. The 
possibility that he might have a heart 
attack was great. Finally, at about 
1:00 p.m. in the afternoon, they were 
on the top. The rest of the way was 
literally downhill. 

After several miles of downhill 
walking, they reached the vicinity of 
the waterhole; but Larry, who had 
hiked at least 50 miles in his search for 
water, and Al, whose feet were getting 
worse, could not go on. They collapsed 
to one side of the trail as Harry and 
Brad Oxley went to the hole. A half 
mile later, Harry fell by the wayside 
but urged his son to get to the water. 

At 3:30 Brad found the waterhole. 
The water was so good, he felt like 
running; and he did just that as he 
filled a canteen and took it to his 
father. Brad ran back to the hole, took 
off his boots, and filled them up to 
take back to Larry and Al. Everybody 
had recovered as the water had 
brought them new life. From the camp 
that morning to the water hole, a 
distance of about 15 miles had been 
covered as all four grouped around the 
spring and rejuvenated themselves. 
It was sunset by the time the hikers 
resumed their journey, and they had 
to walk*at least ten miles before they 

` would reach Rancho Nuevo: 

Al began the last leg of the hike 
without the benefit of his boots. His 
feet, which had become blistered and 
bloody from: hiking, became swollen 
wheri he took his boots off for relief at 
the water hole. Even though Larry and 
Harry each contributed a pair of socks 
for Al to wear, there was nothing that 
. could alleviate the pain as he walked 
across the rock-and-cactus-strewn 
desert floor. Brad, Larry and Harry 
took turns at helping keep Al from 
falling down, but that was all anybody 
could do. 

"I was determined to walk on stubs 
to get to shelter," says "Martinez. 
"When we got to that shack, it was like 
heaven." 

They continued to walk in the dark, 
even though it would be hours before 
the moon would come out. Jt was cold 
and the night was so dark it was almost 





impossible to see. 

At about 9:00 p.m., feeling that 
they couldn't go any further, they built 
a fire and expected to say for the 
night. The fire was no match for the 
cold as brisk,winds swept through the 
fabrics of their jackets, making sleep 
almost impossible. 


"It.was like a blade cutting through 
your jacket" said Al as he described 
the winds. 

A couple of hours later, the moon 
rose above the mountains and Harry, 
who couldn't sleep anyway, got up to 
look for the shack. As it turned out, 
they had camped only a quarter of a 
mile from Rancho Nuevo, so they 
walked the final distance to spend the 
rest of the night in the shack. 

At the shack, Brad and AI 
immediately fell asleep upon the ice- 
cold floor while Huffman and Oxley 
took turns sleeping on the table and 
the chair. Cold as it was, the shelter 
provided by the shack made all the 
difference in the world as it kept the 
cold winds from cutting through 
them. Things were beginning to look 
up. 

On Monday Larry's business 
manager, Randy Garell, had notified 
search and rescue authorities in San 
Diego about the disappearance of the 
four men. Preparations for the search 
were put into motion: information on 
the missing riders was supplied by 
their families. Mike’s Sky Ranch was 
notified of the rescue operation, and 
owner Mike Leone began his own 
check on the men also. Customs 
inspectors and members of the 
American Consulate in Tijuana went 
into action to determine the route that 













the Oxley-Huffman-Martinez party 
had taken before their disappearance. 
By late Monday afternoon, volunteer 
ground units were in the search and 
preparations were made for an air 
search to begin at dawn the next day. 

Early Tuesday morning the Oxleys 
drank as much water as they could, 
and, with the Sparkletts jug full, 
Harry and Brad took off towards 
Independencia. 


Larry stayed behind at the shack 
with Al since the rotund Chicano’s feet 
were the consistency of hamburger 
and he couldn't possibly take another 
step. Huffman himself had hiked 
about 75 miles, and his feet were 
almost as bad off as Al's. In the 
meantime, Larry set a couple of trees 
on fire and stoked the stove as well in 
order to attract the attention of any 
search and rescue airplanes. 

On the eastern side of the 
mountain, rescue pilot Ralph 
Schoonmaker spotted the bikes and 
equipment that had been abandoned 
and followed the arrow that had been 
improvised at the campsite. At 11:00 
a.m., Tuesday Schoonmaker spotted 
the shack with Huffman and Martinez 
waving at him with their riding 
jackets. A note drop asked if 
everything was OK. Larry and AI 
indicated yes. Everything was fine. 

As they walked down the dirt road 
to Independencia, Harry and Brad 
heard a shout: a poor Indian and his 
family had called out to them. Oxley 
explained the situation as best he 
could to the Indian and offered to pay 
him if he'd take them to town for food 
and gas. The Indian agreed, and 
Harry and Brad hopped on board his 
ancient Chevy piekup for the ride. At 
Independencia, the Oxleys bought 
refried beans, crackers, and several 
cans of fruit juice. Gas for the bikes 
was also picked up, and they returned 
to the shack. 

Once they returned to Rancho 
Nuevo where Larry and Al had been 
waiting for them, they decided to try 
to recover the bikes. Harry and Brad 
would ride double on Larry's bike with 
some extra gas over the mountain and 
back to where the bikes had been 
abandoned. From there, they would 
ride back to the shack, and get 
Huffman, who would go back with 
them to eventually get all the bikes 
back. 

The Indian drove the Oxleys up.to 
where Larry had abandoned his bike 
at the water hole. Still tired and 
exhausted, Oxley got on Huffman's 
Yamaha with Brad. on the back 
carrying a gallon can of gas-in each 
hand. As they reached the top, they 
hit a rock, crashing and breaking a toe 
on Brad's left foot. Immediately it was 
realized it would be foolish to tempt 
fate again in trying to recover the 
bikes. Harry and Brad rode back to 
the shack where it was quickly and 
unanimously decided to get the hell 
home as soon as possible. 

With Larry riding his bike, the 
others rode in the truck and finally, 
ironically, went to Valle de Trinidad. 
There, they were treated and received 
their first meal since Saturday at a 
Seventh Day Adventist clinic. From 
there they hired a driver to take them 
to Ensenada where they would take a 
bus to Tecate; but once they got there 
they learned that the next bus would 
arrive Wednesday morning. A few 
extra pesos encouraged the driver to 
drive them back to El Condor. 

They reached El Condor at 3:00 
a.m. Wednesday morning and 
discovered that friends, including Bob 
Maynard, Tim Fisher and Murray 
Johnson, were camped and prepared 
to go on the search in the morning. 
“Bob Maynard said, ‘I knew exactly 
where you guys were.’ Huffman said 
about their reunion with their friends. 
“He says ‘You should've stayed there; 











you should've never left the bikes.’ 
And I thought: God, maybe he's 
right." 

But later, when he was back home, 
Larry had more time to analyze the 
situation. "T started thinking about it 
(what Maynard had said). I figure that 
if we had stayed where we were — they 
always say for you to stay by the bike, 
you know — it would've been from 
Saturday night to Tuesday morning at 
11:00 without any water. And I don't 
think Harry and Brad would've made 
it.” 

Huffman went on to explain that 
Brad Oxley weighed only 130 pounds, 
very thin when you consider that he is 
five foot ten. And Harry normally 


` drinks a gallon and a half of water a 


day; during the time that they were 
lost, he was in desperate need of water. 
Harry lost five pounds; Larry, six; Al, 
10; and Brad, the most: he shed 15 
pounds as a result of the heat, cold 
and exposure. 

“The search people were really 
happy to see us for a couple of 
reasons,” said Larry about. the 
successful search and . rescue 
operation. “One: they didn’t expect to 
find us alive. The last two lost parties 
died within five miles of us. But they 
could find out how we went over there, 
and why we got lost, and what 
happens when you get over there. We 
were the only ones that walked out. 
Oxley went back over there with some 
signs painted ‘No gas, no water for a 
hundred miles, signed Larry, Al, Brad 
and Harry.’” 

The Oxleys, Huffman and Martinez 
got in their vehicles and headed for 
home. The return was as uneventful as 
when they had first set out. Only the 
experiences that had befallen them 
made the difference. It was a 
difference between hope and 
uncertainty, life and death, heaven 
and hell. Hope and humor prevailed 
where there was none available, as 
death stared them in the face. Above 
all, they had beaten the odds and were 
alive to tell about it. 

Huffman played the vital role that 
made their survival possible. “Larry 
was instrumental to our survival,” says 
Martinez. “But it was a team effort. 
Everybody was working together; 
keeping our heads together to make it 
possible because you don’t know what 
it's like out there. Pretty heavy.” 

By 8:00 a.m. Wednesday Harry and 
Brad Oxley, Larry Huffman, and Al 
Martinez, Jr. were all back in their 
homes in bed and asleep. Home safe. 

Everybody's general feeling since 
then has been a regard for life that 
had been taken for granted before, 
but is now high on the priority list: 

"Monetary things don't matter 
much," says Oxley in his present 
outlook on life. “And the motorcycles, 
I would've been mad as hell before if 
a motorcycle had been ripped off. But 
now, it doesn't matter if one had 
gotten ripped off, or if all of them had 
been lost, for a matter of fact. This 
sort of thing changes you complete.” 

Larry likewise feels different about 
life after Baja: “What’s interesting, 
you get back and I've slowed down a 
little bit; because before I was always 
going all the time, and cutting 
commercials and all that. That day 
after I got back, I got a call to read for 
a Der Wienerschnitzel commercial. 1 
went in because I had to go to L.A. 
anyway on business, and I read for the 
commercial. And the next day, they 
called for me to come back to do a 
taping, and I said ‘I don't want. to 
come in today. I’m here with my kids 
and that’s more important...’ 
Whereas before I'd just drop 
everything and leave. 

“Now, my priorities have changed. 
The family is a lot more important 
because I thought ‘Christ, I’m making 
all this money, I'm doing a lot of 
things I like to do; but if I die now at 





35 years old — so what?’ . . . What 
good is it all? Your family, your 
friends, it's all there, man."

The Yamaha TT500: 


A perfect fun bike that 
holds its own in a 


specialized world 


Everybody's heard the legends of BSA Goldstar, 
Matchless G50, Norton, AJS, Velocette 500cc 
four-stroke singles being used for everything in 
bygone days. The stories say that people used 


to ride their thumpers to work during 
the week, then ride the same bike out 
to a race on Sunday, unbolt the lights, 
race, and then ride home. The same 
bike was used as a streeter, a TT 
machine, a scrambler, a hillclimber, a 
desert racer, a road racer. 

The Yamaha TT500 — the most 
advanced mass-production 500cc 
single cylinder four stroke ever seen 

tes comparisons to “the old day, 
when thumpers ruled. Even the 
Yamaha advertisements say that the 
TT500 revives the spirit of old 


id days, the thumpers did 
everything "well" because there wasn't 
much choice in machinery. Now, 
there are specialized motorcycles for 
every type of racing, and no machine 
can be reasonably expected to 
compete with specialized race bikes on 

home turf. 

I 7500 has shown up in all sorts 
of competition. Rick Hocking used 
one to win the Houston Astrodome TT 
in 1976. Gary Scott is using a 11500 
for indoor TTs this year, along with 
countless other privateers. Ron 
McQuary has won the Open Expert 
class at Motorcycle Raceways in 
Oklahoma with a TT500. Dwayne 
arter consistently places in the top 
five overall in AMA District 37 desert 
racing, the most competitive wee 
weck-off-road racing in ıt 


States. TT500s are flooding local 
enduros and sportsman Class C races 
alike in Southern California. A Cycle 
News staffer used a TT500 to take 
second in 500 GP at a CMC road race 
at Willow Springs on February 13, 
making up for time lost on the straight 
sections with superior cornering in the 
tight sections. 

While the T1500 keeps showing up 
in different types of competition, in 
most cases especially on the 
amateur level — it is because the 
T1500 with an incredibly wide 
powerband, tons of torque, and 
modern suspension that works — is a 
fun motorcycle. AMA Grand National 
Champion Jay Springsteen — a 
Harley-Davidson factory racer — owns 
a T1500 as play bike. 

Fun. It's a word easily forgotten in 
the tricked-to-tears ultra-serious 
specialized racing that has developed 
in many parts of the United States. 
When you're riding a narrow- 
powerband racebike that comes on the 
pipe like a moon-bound rocket and 
hurls you straight ahead no matter 
which way you want to go, it's easy to 
forget you're supposed to be out there 
for a good time. When your quick- 
handling serious enduro mount 
handles so quickly that every rock 
sends you off in a new direction, finding 
joy can be overshadowed by fighting 
terror. When you've got a pipey 125

sailing up a silty, rock-strewn desert 
hill, and you've got to back off when 
someone crashes in front of you, it's 
easy to forget the "fun" you're having 
as you push the rest of the way up the 
hill. 

The TT500 shines brightest in the 
power department. The 499cc, 
overhead cam single has power 
everywhere in the rpm range. There is 
no distinct surge that tells you you've 
reached the powerband. Listen. Is the 
engine running? If so, you're on the 
powerband. 1 

The power makes riding easier. 
Front wheel heading for a hole? No 
problem. Just gas it. Bottleneck of 20 
or so riders in a silty, rocky uphill 
canyon? Easy. Just stick out your 
elbows and dial on the power — you'll 
either muscle through or ride over the 
other bikes and riders. 

Want to go faster? Grab a handful, 
and you're soon flying. lt doesn't 
sound the same as most bikes on the 
gas — there isn't a rush of noise or a 
dramatic change in the exhaust note 

instead, the bike just flat increases 
speed at a fast rate. 

It's easy to be skeptical. The TT500 
weighs 271 pounds dry, and feels it in 
tight sections. It’s a big motorcycle. 
The first TT500s, released for 1976, 
had a tendency to refuse to change 
direction fast enough. The 1977 
chassis, with changes in geometry, 
turns upon command to avoid rocks, 
mine shafts, whatever. The rider can 
steer around anything he can't ride 
over. The weight is an advantaged in 
rocks momentum can keep you 
going straight while smaller, lighter 
bikes are bouncing back and forth like 
ping-pong balls. 

The suspension works. The rider 
can look down and see the suspension 
working frantically on bumps or rocks, 
but the jolts never get through the 
bars. Front-wheel landings after 
jumping off sand wash walls were no 
trouble. The 7.7-inch front fork would 
not. just bury itself and spit off the 
rider. Instead, it took up the shock 
and stayed controllable. 

Over whoops the bike goes straight 
as long as the rider keeps the gas on. 
We didn't have any fade problems 
with the nitrogen/oil shocks on the 
5.7-inch travel rear end. 

The exhaust note is very quiet, a 
plus in avoiding unnecessary rider 
fatigue. The effective, but heavy, 
exhaust system never gets in the rider's 
way. : 


The five transmission ratios are well 
spaced. Combined with the engine's 
broad powerband, it was easy to bring 
the front end up at will in the first 
three gears. 

Starting took getting used to. A 
compression release and indicator 
window at the end of the camshaft 
bearing case make positioning the 
piston for minimum chance of 
kickback easy, except 
obscures the little window. With a 
silver patch painted on the cam 
showing in the small window, and the 
choke on, sometimes it only took one 
mighty kick to bring the T T500 to life 
when cold. But when the engine was 


hot, it took just the right amount of 
throttle opening and no choke to get 
the thing started. If the drill wasn't 
followed just right, no amount of 
kicking (or pushing compression 
will lock the rear wheel even in third- 
gear attempted bump starts) will bring 
the beast to life. Holding the kickstart 
lever at the bottom of íhe stroke 
disengages the rachet, a further 
safeguard against kickback. 

Both the crankshaft and overhead 
camshaft turn in ball bearings. The 
34mm Mikuni carburetor consistently 
works well not like the unreliable 


Amals found on the old singles. Oil for 
the dry-sump engine is carried in the 
frame backbone. Except for slight 
weepage from washers on the fittings 
of the external oil lines carrying oil to 
the top end, after wide-open road 
racing, the bike stayed oil tight. 

The T1500 is a fun motorcycle. 
The immense power makes up for 
rider error and sloppiness in a 
multitude of open desert situations. 
Combined with a chassis that steers 
and suspension that works (for 
everything we know of except fifth- 
gear wide-open cross-country, which 
we didn’t try), the motorcycle is a 
super play bike with competition 
potential. It is a welcome relief from 
peaky, hard-to-pilot racerbikes that 
demand constant attention and 
concentration to Бе ` паеаЫе. The 
‘T1500 is relaxing to ride for the non- 
serious rider, 

It's a super play bike. 

How fun is the FT500? Of the seven 
riders who sampled the TT500 test 
bike, five want one, and three have 
already placed their orders at their

Leading Los Angeles

Two things set 
Howard Finn apart. One is that a 
private poll shows him leading the 
multi-candidate horse race.

Posters 
distributed in bike shops throughout 
the district (Sunland, Tujunga, 
Sylmar, Arleta, North Hollywood, 
Shadow Hills, Lakeview Terrace and 
vicinities) show the mid-fiftyish Finn 
sitting in Wollard's sidehack and are 
headlined "Help is on the way." - 

According to Wollard, Finn will be 
a councilman who will not back away 
from commitments to the riders, as 
other politicians have done. Finn, 
himself a terrain expert, builder and 
environmentalist, claims that there are 
sites in the Los Angeles valley area 
that could accommodate motor 
recreation without harm 

Finn has one main headquarters (in 
Sunland) and two branch offices 
elsewhere in the First District (the 
city’s largest). He has a strong, well- 
organized campaign, and, says 
Wollard, a private poll gives Finn 
a strong chance of winning the April 5 
non-partisan election. The thing that 
could put him over the top, and 
strengthen the motorcyclists’ hand 
statewide, would be а strong 
biker/voter turnout. If you live in Los 
Angeles Council District 1, find out 
more about the man, register, and 
vote April 5. e. 


Promises, promises 


MSF tells how to start 
Rider Ed in your town 


According to the Motorcycle 
Safety Foundation (MSF), 1977 
is the year to do it. The non- 
profit foundation, supported by 
grants from the Japanese "Big Four" 
(Honda, Yamaha, Kawasaki, Suzuki) 
plus Harley-Davidson, spells out a 
seven-step program that any 
organization (motorcycle club, PTA, 
or just a group of concerned parents) 
can follow to gain acceptance of 
motorcycle safety education in their 
community school system. Here are 
the basics: 


1. A qualified instructor — one who 
has completed a teacher prepara- 
tion program at an approved in- 
stitution. The MSF, since its found- 
ing, has qualified over 3,000 
college and high-school level mo- 
torcycle riding instructors through 
campus seminars around. the 
country. 

2. A quality curriculum — the mo- 
torcycle Rider Course, developed 
by the Foundation over a three- 


year period, fills this requirement, ' 


providing texts, audio-visual aids 
and teaching guides. 

3. Motorcycles — the five manufac- 
turer-sponsors of MSF have a mo- 
torcycle loan program through 
which motorcycles will be provided 
free of charge for the course. 

4. Insurance — for teachers, stu- 
dents, motorcycles, and liability 
coverage of the sponsoring organi- 
zation. Usually, this coverage can 
be obtained reasonably by adding 
a rider to an existing policy. 


5. A riding facility — a 200 x 100 
foot paved area will provide an 
adequate spot for instruction. 
Use of a school parking lot which 
is on school premises often helps 
ease the insurance burden, as well. 

6. A classroom — for conducting off- 
cycle instruction.

. Range equipment — traffic cones, 
gas cans, first aid kit, tool kit, gas, 
oil, spare spark plugs will fill 
minimum requirements for 


supplies.

The main theme behind our “Rat 
Race" was fun. We were intent on 
designing a course that would be 
competitive, safe and above all, 
enjoyable. Great pains were taken to 
insure that all size bikes and class of 
rider could complete the course. Even 
though snow forced alteration of the 
course three days prior to the event, we 
felt we still had a layout that met our 
objectives. 


Contrary to some comments that 
ribbon of the same color crossed our 
course, we found no evidence of this. 
There was ribbon (pink) in adjacent 
areas to Our course, but you had to 
leave the coure to find it. 

As advertised in our riders’ 
instruction, yellow and pink ribbon 
was utilized for the Desert Rat Course. 
All other ribbon outside our course 
was pink only. 


Some 80 riders were disqualified for 
missing Flying Check £1. Of this total. 
16 riders filed written protests 
claiming a Flying Check is not a legal 
check. It was a legal check in 1976, 
and we invite your scrutiny of the 1976 
vs. 1977 Rule Book. The Desert Rats 
reminded the Competition Committee 
that our racc was planned in 1976, 
and held the second week of January 
1977. Well published rule changes for 
1977 were followed by the Desert Rats 

primarily the posting of orange 
Day-Glo markers 10 minutes prior to 
the start of the race. 


The Flying Check ultimately 
protested was well publicized (riders 
instruction). prior to race time. 
Ironically, no one advised the Club 
that a Flying Check was illegal — this 
included District 37 Sport and 
Competition Committee members who 
attended and raced this event. If we 
(Desert Rats) were about to break a 
rule, why were we not advised by those 
responsible for the enforcement of 
District rules who were there? This 
question was asked of the Competition 
Committee's J. Trani. His reply was 
that the District had no control over 
the layout or markings of a course. 
The truth is no one knew the rule had 
been changed. However, the protests 
were upheld by the Competition 
Committce by a vote of six to three. 
Thus. all riders cover. the. entere 
course. This was the intent of the 
check, and had it been a "Tank Card 
Check” instead of a “Flying Check.” 
those disqualified would have 
remained disqualified for being off 
course, or missing a check. 

The decision by the Competition 
Committee in favor of the riders will 
necessitate a new set of results. These 
are now being worked on and should 
be in the mail soon, Fhe Desert Rats 
do not wish to alter their original 
trophy designations, but also. feel 
obligated to reward all riders where 
possible, including those reinstated. 
The Club therefore has decided to 
take those funds that would have been 
used for the purchase of trophies 
(about $350) and donate this money to 
Rescue Three. We feel in doing this we

It is the Desert Rats' opinion that a 
minor technicality has marred am 
otherwise entertaining race.

The banner rose to attention and all eyes, racers 
and spectators alike hypnotically stared at the 


club ensign 


, and the eerie silence envelopes the 


area like a blanket. The banner toppled and 


the right boot of hundreds followed 
through, igniting their machines and 
the race was underway. Leading the 
racers, Larry Roeseler held a 15- 
second cushion over second-place 
Marc Cartwright, who was showing no 
ill effects from his accident a month 
ago. Third-place Bruce Ogilvie had 
Brian Wright right on his fender. 
Then it was Brent Wallingsford, Rob 
Rutten, Bob Doig, Dwane Carter, 
Gordon Schmid, Chuck Pettigrew and 
Heath Hibbard. 

A small shelf across the wash made 
a few good riders look kinda silly as the 
competition and confusion continued; 
the rear contingent climbed the left 
bank trying to get around. Clearing 
the first section of wash, Roeseler led 
the competition over totally virgin 
terrain, dropping back into another 
section of sand wash. Cartwright kept 
second place secure, while “Sprint” 
Wallingsford, on his "Up Tite" 
Husqvarna moved up after Ogilvie 
broke, then passed Wright for third 
place. Doig broke down, leaving 
seventh place to Pettigrew. First 
Amateur, at 13th overall, was Dan 
Thordarson, who some thought was 
Thorwaldson, didn’t dare slack up as 
second and third Amateurs Roger 
Toubeau and James Laurence were 
21st and 22nd. Mitch Payton moved 
up several positions, settling in at 
19th, first 175 Expert. His closest 
competitor was Andy Klein, five bikes 
back. Charlie Hamill, not giving an 


inch, held about a one-mile lead over 
Chuck Carteledge, who'd had a bad 
bomb run. 

The course continued out across a 
flat, pucker bush infested area 
intercepting the Camp Rock Road 
bomb run heading into the camping 
area. Cutting around behind Sage 
Mountain into the rollers before check 
two, the positions were stretched out 
and stayed just about the same. 
Coming into the foothills heading for 
the pits, Chris Gray of Holiday Honda, 
running first Novice on a 250 Husky, 
damn near ran over yours truly trying 
to take his picture. Then came first 
heavyweight Steve Nelson of So. Cal, 
Sam Soule, then mystery #607, Dave 
Conner and pie plater Alan Riggle. 
581X, the first Beginner was running 
ninth overall. Larry Mullen was riding 
a real nice race at eighth overall, first 
175. His closest class competition were 
12th and 16th, Eric Dattola and 
Charlie Pert. Dattola refused to 
relinquish any ground as the two 
charged for the pits.

rock and called it quits. John Fero of 
Team Yamaha moved up from 12th 
place to sixth on the new proto 400 
IT Yamaha he will be using in Six 
Days Qualifiers. Senior George Walker 
(C-A) was right in front of Bruce 
Lewellyn as the two headed out 
towards Johnson Dry Lake. 

The course jogged through sand 
washes and trails leading to a fire road 
that dumped into a saddle between 
two hills. On the other side was a rocky 
downhill. Soon after that the riders hit 
Means Dry Lake, the big sandy uphill 
marking the apex of the second loop. 
After clearing the old rocky mining 
road it was almost all virgin cross 
country trekking backing home.

First overall Novice Chris Gray 
loved the course. Second-place pie 
plater Alan Riggle, riding for himself, 
really like it, also saying the course was 
marked real well.

Three-time champ: 
No “comeback” 
for Markel 


When Bart Markel, 


39, posted entries for the opening 


races of the Camel Pro season in Houston recently, he prob- 
ably stirred sentimental thoughts of a comeback in the 


minds of his many admirers. 

"No, it wasn't a comeback," says the 
three-time American Motorcycle 
Association Grand National 
champion, whose sparkling career 
spanned 20 years on the circuit. “I 
went down to Houston to enjoy myself, 
to be around the people, and to have 
some fun. I would never try to make a 
comeback against these young kids." 

Semi-retired for the past couple of 
years, Markel won the last of his 
record-setting 28 national victories in 
1971 and continued to ride until 1973 
when he felt he "couldn't compete 
with the kids." 


There's no tone of resentment in 
Markel’s voice as he talks about 
younger but more experienced riders 
taking over the circuit in recent years. 

"Kids racing out there today are 18 
and 19 and have been racing for 10 
years," says. Markel. “Take Jay 
(Springsteen, 1976 Camel Pro 
champion). He’s been racing since he 
was 10. When I started racing in 1956, 
I was 18 years old.” 


Motorcycle racing itself, according 
to the former Harley-Davidson ‘star, 
has changed. 

“The introduction of the Japanese 
bikes has made the greatest impact not 
only on racing but on riding for leisure 
as well,” notes Markel. “That forced 
American manufacturers to make 
better bikes at lower prices to 
compete. 

“That brought better equipment to 
motorcycle racing and it exposed a lot 
of these kids to bikes earlier. Fathers 
would back their sons who decided to 
start racing and it became a family 
thing.” 

Another difference? “We used to 
ride 12 races a year with the biggest 
crowd being 15,000 at Springfield, 
Ill." recalls the bespectacled 
Michigan native. “Now the series runs 
almost 30 races a year and you'll see 
crowds like the 60,000 that showed up 
at the Astrodome.” 

While many riders today race for a 
living, Markel points out that he held 


down a full-time job as a tool and die 
maker for AC Spark Plugs while 
racing. 

"It's changed a lot over 20 years, just 
like anything else," he says. "Mostly 
for the better. I feel like if I was 18 or 
19 now l'd have a chance to make 
$100,000 a year . . . if I was as good 
as I used to be." 

With that remark, Markel glances 
off into the distance. His thoughts 
probably turn to his first national 
victory at Peoria, Ill., in 1960, a 14- 
lap TT race which started him on his 
record-setting journey. Eleven years 
later he won his 28th race at 
Columbus, Ohio, to become the 
winningest rider in AMA history. 

Of active riders, Kenny Roberts 
(1973-74 Camel Pro champion) has 
the best chance of breaking Markel's 
victory record. Roberts has chalked up 
20 national triumphs since 1972. 

;"I'm not pulling for Kenny to take 
away my record," says Markel, who 
captured AMA championships in 
1962, 1965 and 1966, "but if he can go 
for another year or so | don’t see how 
he can miss. Kenny's some kind of 
rider." 

At Houston, Markel failed to 
qualify in either event (TT and short 
track). 

“Гуе slowed down some and my eyes 
aren't as good as they used to be," he 
says. "Those kids out there showed up 
to win and every one of the 25 who 
makes it to the finals (of each event) 
knows he can win the race." 

While he didn't experience the thrill 
of racing to the enthusiastic roar of the 
Astrodome crowd in the national 
events, Bart Markel may have derived 
more pleasure from talking to the 
many motorcycle racing fans who 
dropped by his motor home in the pit 
area. 

“They remember you were No. One 
at one time and they admire you for 
that and having been around so long,” 
says Markel. “I enjoy talking to them.” 

There is no doubt that the feeling is 
mutual. e

Gold Bar daypack 


f you're ever in Gold 

Bar, Washington (which 

is a beautiful place to 

be, even if there's not 
a major trials meet running), you'll 
find, on the north side of the main 
highway, a small outfitting store in 
what looks like a nondescript redwood 
shack. It's one of many small, low- 
slung buildings that dot the roadside 
there. It's also the retail outlet for all 
sorts of really fine outdoor gear, made 
right in this tiny community, which is 
as close to the great wide backwoods as 
you can get. All around are the snow- 
covered, jagged teeth of the Cascades. 
In the background is a giant green loaf 
of a mountain with the tiny white slash 
of a waterfall gleaming at its middle. 
What more ideal setting to perfect 
one’s back country gear? 


The two-tone yellow and brown 
nylon daypack happened to be on sale 
for $5.95 when we picked it up, with 
the thought of doing some heavy 
bikepacking during the coming 
season. Still new to the 
bikepacking/backpacking scene, we 


don't have much to compare it with, 
but in many weeks of both fast (desert) 
and slow (trials) riding, it has worked 
out beautifully for us in its intended 
purpose. 

It is just compact enough that 
there's still room under it on your 
back for a Vivitar camera case. Thus 


loaded, you've got capacity for camera 
and lenses plus all the niceties to 
support a day in the toolies — trail 
food, toilet paper, spark plugs, tools, 
chain oil, extra bandana and goggles, 
matches, aspirin, bandages, tow rope, 
master links and even dry socks — with 
room left over. Being a soft pack, it 


just hangs in a formless lump from its 
two wide shoulder straps, loosely 
secured around your middle with a 
third strap. As such, it's totally out of 


the way for riding, doesn't snag 
anything, doesn't overbalance you, 
doesn’t flop about, and only begins to 
weigh on your shoulders after several 


hours, in the saddle (by which time 
other parts of you are equally sore). 

All straps can be slackened or 
tightened with an easy one-handed 


pull. It’s waterproof and soil-resistant. 
It has two compartments with zipper- 
closure and a security strap is added to 
the larger one.

Since it’s locally-made by a small 
outfit, the Gold Bar daypack and its 
companion products may not be 
available everywhere; nor do we mean 
to pretend there aren't other daypacks 
just as good. But if you are near Gold 
Bar, stop in, say howdy, and look over 
their wares. They're neat people, they 
like trailriders, and they make good 
stuff at a good price.’ 





Power road racing and 
riding boots

he same company that 
makes the "Coach Wood- 
en" basketball shoes has 
also entered the motor- 
cycle boot business with three 
models: motocross, enduro and 
road racing — the latter of which 
also work extremely well for 


touring and street riding as it turns out. 

The asphalt-oriented boot is of very 
tough, thick leather with a double 
thickness red, white and flue flashing 
down the shin area topped by the 


"Power" logo. The ankle area is 
padded; there is a hard toe and a 
rigid, ribbed shifter patch on the 
instep of both the left and right boots. 
They zip up the back and the zipper is 
then covered by two leather snap flaps. 


The top closure is one-time adjustable 
to your leg-leather size; then all you 


have to do is snap it without fumbling ` 


with the buckle. The top of the boot is 


elasticized to fit snugly around either 
jeans or full coverage road rasher 
leathers. 


The boot is of heavier construction 
and better quality than either of the 
other two road racing/riding boots 
common in this country (Sidi and Top 
Gear are the ones we know about.) and 
(Here comes the nice part.) are 
incredibly comfortable. They conform 


to the foot very nicely and seem to 
offer more protection than others 
without noticeable compromise in 


feel. They are also rain-proof and it 
was very nice to have dry feet after an 
afternoon's riding in a rainstorm our 
first time out. 


Except for a possible 
overabundance of "Power" logos all 
over the boot, two of them in night 
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reflective orange, the boot also looks 
good and can be worn off the bike 
when touring without looking weird or 
¡feeling uncomfortable while walking 
around. The racing/street boot comes 
in four colors: red, blue, yellow and 
traditional black so you can mix and 
match with your ultraflash leathers or 
other costumes.

Inside, you 
find specifications for jetting, timing, 
plug type. transmission oil, pre-mix, 
gearing, chain size and lubrication. 
Instructions are included for having 
either the bottom of the cylinder or the 
bottom of the head milled to increase 
compression (depending on what year 
Elsinore is being dealt with). 


“Factory power can 


Suggestions continue with ring 
clearance, piston condition, and re- 
bore clearance if a bore job is needed. 


One line says “Check piston for 
cracks.” 
And so on. "Refer to owner's 


manual to reassemble.” 

The information is very basic. It 

may not work for everyone everywhere 

for example, the jetting is for 
Indian Dunes in Valencia, Calif. 
“Jetting may vary according to 
elevation.” 

The hard question is, “Is it worth 
$9.95?" What is information worth? 
This package certainly doesn't come in 
fancy hardcover with pretty pictures to 
make it seem worth its price. All it has 
going for it is information, basic 
information. Docs it work? Well, J.D. 
sponsors two riders at local 
motocrosses, and they won their team 
race class at the CRC Renegade GP at 
Indian Dunes on Feb. 20. They've also 


done well in the 125 Pro class at 
Indian Dunes, placing in the top 
three. 

If you are a very competent 


mechanic, you probably don't need 
this booklet, and shouldn't order it. 
But having scen many people "trick to 
tears" their bikes to the point that the 
things are unrideable in terms of 
powerband dclivéry, maybe this book 
is a good idea for less experienced, 
ambitious Honda riders. Following the 
specifications “in the book will not 
substantially increase the horsepower 
of a stocker only "the slight 
compression raise will contribute to 
horsepower over a properly set-up 
stocker.

arum’s 3.25x21 “Berm 
Master” tire features a 
narrow contact area or 
footprints in straight- 


line running and knobs that wrap 
around nearly all the way to the rim. 


The harder, the dryer and the more 
slippery the ground, the better it 
works. 

We put the tiré on the front end of a 
250 CZ. While CZs are known as 
quick-turning bikes, our test bed had 


slightly more rake and trail with its 
stretched (8.5" travel) front end. The 
first time the tire was tried, we were 


out at a (secret) bumpy motocross 
course that featured damp adobe with 
a coating of loose sand. Even in off- 
camber situations, the tire would hold 
firmly. With confidence gained, we 
headed for the desert. 

The first try at the desert produced 
more raves. The front end kept its 
lines through formica-and-loose- 
marbles-covered-fireroad turns. 
Rocks, often a prime enemy of narrow 
tifes, were not especially noticed. 


The next desert event showed the 
tire’s prime liability. The narrow 
contact area that gives a light feeling 
to the steering at speed, causes the tire 


to knife sharply in deep sand. Very 
deep sand; the kind that comes up to 


your ankles when you walk on it. In 
moderately soft sand, the tire still 
works well. 


We think the Berm. Master will 
become a standard on the dry, slick 
tracks of Southern California and 
popular on most other tracks, save the 
ones laid out through really deep, soft 
sand.

Fine weather, split 
program, killer hill 
at Cyclerama

With temperatures in the seven- 
ties, San Antonio's Cyclerama 
ran a full Amateur and Expert 
program under their new split- 


shift agenda. It consisted of two hours 
of open practice in the morning, then 
the Mini, 100, and 125 Novice motos; 
another half hour of practice before 
the 125 Intermediate, 250 Novice and 
all the Experts raced; and yet another 
half hour practice followed by the 
Open Amateur and Over 30 motos. 
The idea of three brackets of racing is 
that any rider who doesn't want to 
hang around all day can come out to 
the track, practice, race in his bracket, 
and go home, all in a matter of about 
three or four hours. 

Run with precision by Jim Nidiffer, 
the program was right on schedule 
throughout the day and was an 
unqualfied success. Unfortunately, 
heavy rains during the week had left 
the track muddy in a few places. 
Although the sunshine was drying it 
quickly, passing was difficult, 


requiring more than the usual amount 
of guile in order to out-fox an 
opponent and get by. The downhill 
which saw three or four crashes, 
sent two Amateurs to the hospital 
with broken bodies. Opinion on the 
safety of the hill seems to be divided. 
Most experienced riders think it’s a 
gas.\ It is quite a thrill to launch 
yourself off of a 75-foot hill that a man 
can't walk up, but you have to have the 
confidence and the motorcycle to do 
that. The hill, as is, is far too 
dangerous for novice riders and only 
serves to discourage novice and 
beginning riders from racing. 

The Minis got the day off to a fast 
start. Harry Layer took his ultra- 
smooth Yamaha of San Antonio YZ80 
to both moto victories and the overall. 
Mike Dickey had to fight his way all 
the way through the pack and into 
second place in both motos for second 
overall followed by Bryan Taylor in 
third. 

In the 100 class Kyle Landrum was 
caught up in a first turn crash but 
worked his way to fourth by the end of 
the first moto. He came back to win 
moto two and the overall after first 
moto victor Scott Stephens from 
Houston crashed on the downhill. 
Rodney Womack from McAllen was 
second overall. 

They kept it interesting in the 125 
Novice class with constant place 
swapping and crashing, but Mike 
Meeks ended up winning both motos 
for the overall.

Scott, Nixon, & Sheene 
to race Long Beach GP: 
an AMA first. 


An invitational field of 24 top 
international road racers will 
participate in an American Mo- 
torcyclist Association road race 


event on the street of Long Beach, 
California, Saturday. April 2. 

The race, which carries $22,000 in 
purse money as well as contingency 
awards, will be sanctioned jointly by 
the AMA and the Federation 
Internationale Motocycliste, world 
sanctioning’ body for motorcycle 
sports. The event will mark the first 
time the AMA has ever sanctioned an 
event in conjunction with a Grand 
Prix automobile racing event. A 
Formula One World Championship 
event will be contested at Long Beach 
on April 3. 

Confirmed entries reported by 
promoter Chris Pook indicate a talent- 
laden 24-man field will be on hand. 
Already confirmed are 1976 500cc 
World Champion Barry Sheene of 
England; two-time AMA Grand 
National Champion Gary Nixon of 
Cockeysville, Maryland, who finished 
second in the World Prize Formula 
750 standings in 1976; and Gary Scott 
of Springfield, Ohio, 1975 AMA 
Camel Pro Series champion. 

Racing at Long Beach is conducted 
on a 2.02-mile course on blocked-off 
downtown streets. An exhibition 
motorcycle race was held with the 
1976 Long Beach Grand Prix to prove 
the course's suitability for motorcycle 
road racing, 

Activity for the motorcycle racers at 
Long Beach will begin with practice 
on the morning of Friday, April 1, and 
qualifying will take place that 
afternoon. Final qualifying will be 
held on the morning of the race, but 
Friday's time trials will determine the 
five-man front row regardless of faster 
times which might be posted during 
race-day qualifying. 

The 38-lap race will begin at 3:30 
p.m. on Saturday. 


750's versus 500's 


One of the most interesting aspects 
of the Long Beach International Road 
Race is the fact that it will be open 
both to Formula 750 equipment and 
500cc Grand Prix machinery. The 


Long Beach course features both high- 
speed straights and tight corners, 
which should lead to close competition 
between the 750cc and 500cc cycles. 


In the recently-complete 
Marlborough International Road 
Race Series held at various tracks in 
New Zealand, Pat Hennen of San 
Mateo, California, captured the 750cc 
class series title riding a 500cc Suzuki. 
The maneuverability of the lighter 
500cc machines could establish them 
as serious threats to the more-powerful 


Formula 750 mounts at Long Beach as 


well. 

With practice and qualifying for the 
four and 6-wheeled Formula I cars 
and motorcycles alternating on Friday 
and Saturday, motorsports fans will 
have an opportunity to see literally the 
best of both worlds at Long Beach. 


Barry Sheene, the handsome 
Cockney who competes under 
sponsorship from Suzuki of Great 
Britain, is enthused about the Long 
Beach event and will be riding a 
factory RGA500cc Suzuki. 


"I. think the bike will be 
sensationally quick around the 
streets," Sheene said, “and it’s a race I 
really want to win.” 


Sheene is a close personal friend of 
Formula I World Champion James 
Hunt, also of England, who will be 
among the favorites in the April 3 
Grand Prix. “If you think James will 
be spectacular on the hairpins just 


wait until you see the bikes,” Sheene 


promised. “I expect to stand the bike 
up on the back wheel coming out of 
the slow corners. The fans in Europe 
love the spectacle and I expect 
Californians will soon find out we offer 
a very special form of entertainment. 

“I think the fact that the spectators 
can see us at work helps us and so do 
the wheelies. We are determined to 
prove to a west coast audience that 
motorcycle racing is a superb spectator 
sport. 


Schreiber shocks 
Europeans, Rathmell 
wins third straight 


BELGIUM, FEB. 27 

Malcolm Rathmell (Mon) won 
his third straight world cham- 
pionship trails round of the year, 
stepping out to an early lead in 


the FIM standings, 45 points to Yrjo 
Vesterinen's 23. The sloppy, muddy 
Belgian round was marked by the best- 
ever performance in Europe by an 
American trialer. Bernie Schreiber 
(Bul), riding his first official 
appearance internationally, rode in 
the mud to a fifth place finish. Martin 
Belair, in giving the news, said “I'll bet 
Bernie was really pumped. Wait 'til he 
gets in the dry soil and rocks of Spain; 
he'll blow 'em away!" 


The only American to top 
Schreiber’s achievement to date, 
(Marland Whaley’s second at last 
year's U.S. round in Gold Bar, 
Washington), was never officially 
recognized due to Whaley's age. With 
one ride, Schreiber rises to 13th in the 
1977 FIM world championship 
standings. 


Don Sweet, riding his third 
European appearance, was l9th in 
Belgium. Bulto's nephew Manuel 
Soler, who was second in England last 
week, sank to 33rd in this event. ®
